Company is 
looking to 
build new HQ 

A HOME and outdoors chain wants 
to build a new headquarters and de¬ 
pot after a huge rise in online sales. 

Charlies Stores is looking to build 
the headquarters and e-commerce 
fulfilment centre in Welshpool, safe¬ 
guarding 67 jobs and providing a 
base for possible new jobs in the fu¬ 
ture. 

The family-run business was 
founded nearly 30 years ago by 
Chris Lloyd, starting with two small 
army surplus stores in Newtown and 
Welshpool. 

But in 1986 Mr Lloyd decided to 
close the Welshpool store in favour 
of opening in Aberystwyth. 

Since then the company has grown 
extensively and has also opened 
stores in Shrewsbury, Queensferry 
and Carmarthen, along with garden 
and country store Coed-y-Dinas in 
Welshpool. 

The company is now seeing more 
growth in its online sales, with an 
80 per cent year-on-year growth re¬ 
ported. 

Mr Lloyd said the company now 
plans to double online turnover in 
2016 with the new facilities, which 
are being supported by the Welsh 
Government.

OSWESTRY Chamber of Commerce bosses have delivered an up¬ 
beat New Year message for the next 12 months - and say a key pri¬ 
ority remains exploring the possibility of the town centre becoming 
a Business Improvement District. 

The status will, through a levy on businesses, allow other channels of funding 
to be opened up for Oswestry town centre to improve footfall and boost trade. 

Crunch talks over the proposal were postponed in December following the shock resig¬ 
nation of Shropshire Council Leader Keith Barrow. Chamber chairman Jools Payne said 
the organisation was still keen to pursue the Business Improvement District proposal and 
would also be working on other positive initiatives over the next 12 months to boost trade. 

Mrs Payne said: “At the start of the new management team’s term of office back in 
April, we set ourselves some strategic priorities. These included growing the member¬ 
ship, increasing member engagement and 
improving our communication out to mem¬ 
bers and the wider public. 

“Our most ambitious goal was to mean¬ 
ingfully explore whether the appetite exists 
and, if it so proved, whether the time and 
conditions were right to look at develop¬ 
ing Oswestry as a Business Improvement 
District. This remains a work in progress 
and a key strategic priority. Development 
has faltered only temporarily whilst the 
leadership at Shropshire Council stabilises 
following the sudden resignation of Keith 
Barrow.” 

Mrs Payne praised the Oswestry and 
Border Chronicle’s We Mean Business cam¬ 
paign. She said: “We had fantastic support 
in 2015 in delivering our messages out to 
the public from all our local print press. 

“The Chronicle’s superb We Mean Busi¬ 
ness campaign, profiling many great local 
businesses every single week over the past 
eight months, stands as an exemplar of 
how a local paper can engage positively 
with its business community. Membership 
of Oswestry Chamber has grown steadily 
and surely, and continued growth remains 
a key priority this year. The annual mem¬ 
bership fee for 2016 is £30, which includes 
a listing on the chamber’s website, free 
monthly meetings, the opportunity to pro¬ 
mote products, events and services to fellow 
members.

OSWESTRY’S landmarks have 
been immortalised in cotton - and 
have proved a popular gift over the 
Christmas period. 

Oswestry’s attractions are in¬ 
cluded on a tea towel designed by a 
local graphic designer and printed 
in Welshpool. 

The tea towel is on sale in 
Booka Bookshop in Church Street 
and owner Tim Morris said it has 
proved popular with locals and visi¬ 
tors since going on sale. 

He said: “We’re chuffed to bits 
with our tea towel. It’s our design. 
It’s something I’ve worked up with 
a local graphic designer Terri An¬ 
derson. 

“She does all our design for us 


and she’s done a great job. We get it 
printed locally in Welshpool. 

“We’re keen to promote the local 
area, and it’s been very popular 
with shoppers.” 

The design includes well-known 
claims to fame for the town, such as 
it being the birthplace of war poet 
Wilfred Owen, as well as the home 
of Old Oswestry Hillfort and the 
Cambrian railway works. 

Popular spots with walkers, 
including Offa’s Dyke, the Old 
Racecourse and Shelf Bank are 
mentioned, as are town centre loca¬ 
tions including Cae Glas Park and 
one of the town’s oldest buildings - 
the timber-framed Llwyd Mansion, 
which was built in 1604. 


TOURISM 

Heritage railway 
group planning to 
extend operation 

OSWESTRY’S heritage railway is look¬ 
ing to start the first major extension of 
its running track - 50 years after the line 
was shut down in the Beeching cuts of 
the 1960s. 

Cambrian Heritage Railway, which 
runs in Oswestry and Llynclys, is break¬ 
ing out of its short run at Oswestry Sta¬ 
tion to extend its running line to Weston 
Wharf, next to the Stonehouse Brewery 
and Weston Pools. 

Rob Williams, chairman of the railway, 
said the expansion is likely to be com¬ 
pleted by the start of the 2018 running 
season, but passengers should expect to 
see trains running over longer sections 
of the track as work is done towards the 
new stop. 

Mr Williams said once the track reaches 
Weston Wharf, the plan is to work with 
the brewery to create a tourist attrac¬ 
tion where people can ride the train from 
Oswestry to Weston, get off and enjoy 
a tour of the brewery, then ride back to 
Oswestry. 

November 5, 2016, will mark 50 years 
since the last passenger service from 
Oswestry to Gobowen. Mr Williams said 
the anniversary year was a good time to 
start pushing the heritage railway for¬ 
ward more. 

“It’s particularly important that we’re 
now expanding, 50 years on, with the first 
large change to the line really since we 
started running,” he said.

Aqueduct on list 
for national prize 

THE Pontcysyllte Aqueduct near Oswest¬ 
ry has been shortlisted for the title of best 
heritage site in Britain. 

BBC Countryfile magazine is running 
its annual competition to find the best 
of British - from beaches and nature re¬ 
serves to gardens and pubs. 

Presenter, John Craven, who nom¬ 
inated Whitby, Hadrian’s Wall and 
Dunluce Castle, praised the merits of 
Pontcysyllte Aqueduct. 

He said: “This engineering masterpiece 
was Britain’s longest, highest aqueduct 
when one of my heroes, Thomas Telford, 
completed it in 1805.”

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Firm can build electricity 
plant despite concerns

A FACTORY in Chirk has been 
given the go-ahead to build its 
own electricity plant despite 
concerns from local people. 

Kronospan, which makes medium 
density fibre board, says it pays £1.2 
million more a year for its power sup¬ 
ply than a competitor in Scotland, yet 
has suffered 54 days of reduced power 
in the last two years. 

Mike Mckenna from the company told 
Wrexham Council that allowing Kronospan 
to become self sufficient in electricity would 
overcome long-term problems with security 
of supply. He said the company paid higher 
network charges than other firms in the 
area. The company draws 65 per cent of its 
total demand for electricity from the grid 
and is also dependant on a biomass plant, 
gas turbines and oil/gas generators, he said. 

Objections to the application for planning 
permission and also for retrospective per¬ 
mission to build air drying cyclones came 
from Chirk Town Council and local county 
borough members Councillor Ian Roberts 
and Councillor Terry Evans. 

All three called for environmental mon¬ 
itoring equipment to be placed in Chirk to 
ensure that Kronospan met conditions on 
noise and pollution. Councillor Evans said 
he wanted monitors placed on the school 
and at Rhos y Waun, paid for by Krono¬ 
span. He said: “Chirk been through hell 
since the biomass plant was passed in 2014. 
We were told then that the operation per¬ 
mit would cover everything - that permit is 
as much use as a chocolate fireguard. 

“I want a condition of the planning appli¬ 
cations that we have a new permit and the 
independent monitoring equipment.” 

But planning officers said that a permit 
would not be seen as part of a planning 
permission and so the council’s hands were 
tied. It had to stick to planning regulations. 

Councillor Jackie Allen from Chirk Town 
Council said: “We have concerns about po¬ 
tential toxicity emissions and cumulative 
increase in noise pollution and are con¬ 
cerned that the environmental permit is 
not monitored by an independent body. 

“We would like at the very least a con¬ 
dition that independent monitoring is car¬ 
ried out. We must safeguard the health and 
well being of the children of Chirk.” 

Mr McKenna said that the applications 
would not add to the noise levels of the fac¬ 
tory. 


Man airlifted to hospital after road crash

A MAN was airlifted to hospital with seri¬ 
ous injuries and a woman suffered a sus¬ 
pected dislocated shoulder after a collision 
between two cars and a lorry near Oswest¬ 
ry on Tuesday morning. 

The crash took place at about 6.15am on 
the B4396 at Knockin, blocking the road at 
rush hour. The man was described as being 
in a “critical but stable” condition on Tues¬ 
day. 

Four fire crews from Baschurch, Oswestry 
and Wellington were called to the scene to 
cut two people free from the wreckage who 
were then treated by ambulance crews be¬ 


fore being taken to hospital. The Midlands 
Air Ambulance from Cosford landed on the 
illuminated helipad at Oswestry Orthopae¬ 
dic Hospital because it was still too dark at 
the time to land at the scene. An ambulance 
service spokesman said: “One of the driv¬ 
ers, a man in his twenties, was trapped in 
his car and had to be freed with the help of 
the fire service. He had numerous serious 
injuries. He was given advanced pain relief 
and was immobilised at the scene. He was 
then taken by land ambulance to the wait¬ 
ing air ambulance at Oswestry for the flight 
to Royal Stoke University Hospital for fur-

ther treatment from its trauma team. The 
other driver, a woman in her thirties, had 
a suspected dislocated shoulder. She was 
given pain relief and a splint was applied. 
She was taken by land ambulance to Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital.” 

PC Mark Booth said: “This would be a 
time when people would start to make 
their journeys to work and they may have 
witnessed the collision or saw the vehicles 
prior to the incident.

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Capacity at 
TNS ground 
remains same 

THE New Saints FC has reassured 
fans that the capacity of its ground 
on the outskirts of Oswestry has not 
been reduced. 

Ian Williams, community officer at 
the reigning Welsh Premier League 
champions, said a recommendation to 
limit the amount of spectators at the 
club’s Park Hall ground to 1,320 had 
been dropped after discussions with 
officers at Shropshire Council. 

The authority had carried out a re¬ 
view of safety management operation 
at the ground before making the rec¬ 
ommendation. 

The ground’s current capacity is 
2,000. The club has an average at¬ 
tendance of 374 at league matches 
this season, although that number 
rises significantly for European ties. 

Mr Williams said: “The inspection 
looked at the amount of people can we 
can get through the turnstiles in an 
hour. However it failed to take into 
account the numbers that use our 
hospitality entrance. It also used new 
criteria that is relevant to the English 
leagues, that stewards have to have 
level two stewarding qualifications. 
That is not a criteria needed for the 
Welsh Premier League, however we 
are looking at this in terms of good 
practice for our stewards.” 

Mr Williams said the club would 
continue to stage Welsh Premier and 
European matches at its Park Hall 
stadium.

Picking up an MBE for voluntary 
and public service to the community 
in Shrewsbury and Shropshire was 
Philippa Griffith, of Corwen, together 
with Patrick Borer, of Oswestry, for 
services to architecture. Councillor 
Roger Bright, of Knighton, Powys, 
picked up a British Empire Medal for 
voluntary service to the community 
in Knighton and Powys and Thomas 
Roberts, for voluntary service to the 
community in Llangollen. 

Helen Francis, of Oswestry, re¬ 
ceived the same accolade for charita¬ 
ble services in Trefonen. 


Plan provides details of 
town's urban extension

SHROPSHIRE’S new develop¬ 
ment plan has opened the way 
for a major new extension to 
Oswestry. 

Oswestry Sustainable Urban Exten¬ 
sion could see 750 homes built to the 
south east of the town as well as zones 
set out for employment land and lei¬ 
sure. 

It could also bring closer to fruition a 
scheme to build Oswestry Innovation Park 
on the other side of the A5/A483. 

The Oswestry SUE, as it has become 
known, is part of Shropshire Council’s 
SAMdev document which looked at how the 
county should develop in the future. 

It involves land sandwiched between 
Oswestry Leisure Centre and North Shrop¬ 
shire College and the bypass. 

In the SAMdev document Shropshire 
planning officers say: “The Eastern Gate¬ 
way SUE will accommodate major housing 
development, a business park and land for 
community facilities and public open space, 
providing a new link road between the Mid¬ 
dleton and Shrewsbury roads.” 

Local developer J-Ross Developments 
has set out its vision for the urban exten¬ 
sion with its own master plan for how the 
land could be set out. 

Oswestry Town Council says it welcomes 
the proposed extension because of the 
broad proportion and disposition of land 
uses. 

In its response to consultation over the 
extension it said: “The urban extension of¬ 
fers the opportunity to design and create a 
high quality urban environment. 

“The community element should include 
allotments and open space provision should 
be generous and usable - full integration 
with the new leisure centre and the North 
Shropshire College campus is essential. 

“Phasing of development should not be 
allowed to proceed in a piecemeal fashion 
- it is important that comprehensive infra¬ 
structure is provided at the outset and that 
there is a good mix of type and affordability 
of dwellings.” 

“There is particular need for accommo¬ 
dation suitable for the elderly.” 

There is no timetable for the scheme, 
which will have to go through the normal 
planning channels. But the project would 
provide some of the housing that Shrop¬ 
shire Council has said should be built in 
the area by 2026.

LAST year, people couldn’t get 
enough hats, scarves and gloves. 

But this time around and they 
are lying on the shelves. 

It is just an occupational hazard 
for Mike Coppock, who runs eclectic 
clothing and gift shop Rowanthorn 
in Oswestry. 

He said he has sold no more than 
a handful of gloves this year, but 
realises that the weather may turn 
and selling trends will change with 
it. 

He said: “We haven’t seen much 
of a drop in sales for scarves as 
people do give them as Christmas 


presents but gloves and hats sales 
are radically down - we’ve only 
sold perhaps a dozen all Christmas. 
Whereas last Christmas, although 
it wasn’t that much colder, they 
were selling every day. 

“We’ve also noticed that our 
coats, which are 100 per cent wool, 
haven’t really been selling as well 
as usual either.” 

Mr Coppock said that the weather 
was “one of the biggest factors” in 
sales and people’s purchasing hab¬ 
its at his shop in Old Chapel Court. 

“It’s simple really but weather, 
which is totally beyond anyone’s 


hats, gloves and jumpers 

control, does dictate how your sales 
will be because if it’s pouring with 
rain, you won’t see many people 
around,” he said. “With us having 
a milder winter people haven’t 
wanted to buy items to keep them 
warm, so that’s probably why our 
sales for hats, gloves and coats are 
down.” Despite certain items not 
selling well, Mr Coppock said gen¬ 
erally his shop’s sales as a whole 
had been “good” - despite this year 
being dubbed the “toughest year 
ever for retail” due to market com¬ 
petition. He said he was generally 
optimistic for 2016.

AN emergency meeting has been 
called to discuss the future of a town’s 
social club. 

Members of Welshpool Social Club 
are being urged to attend the meeting 
which is due to take place at the club¬ 
house on January 21 at 7.30pm. 

Concerns about the club’s profita¬ 
bility are set to be discussed. 

It comes months after it was warned 
that the club could fold if events are 
not supported. 

In September it was reported that 
the club on Brook Street faced dwin¬ 
dling numbers of people attending 
music events and live sport. 

At the time the committee of Welsh¬ 
pool Music Festival, which supports 
the venue, made a plea for residents 
to use it or lose it. 

Last year the venue celebrated its 
50th birthday.

Oscar returned home last month, 
but although he is doing well the vets 
were unable to remove the metal pel¬ 
let.

Transport Minister to visit 
area to see A5 road dangers

TRANSPORT Minister Patrick McLoughlin will be shown first hand 
the problems faced by Oswestry motorists using the A5. 

Mr McLoughlin has agreed to visit the area on a fact finding mission with 
North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson. 

Mr Paterson hopes to persuade the minister that the road north of Shrewsbury should 
be dualled and will also press for a bypass for Llanymynech and Pant on the nearby A483. 
A date for the visit has not yet been finalised but it is expected to be in the spring. 

Mr Paterson said it was a chance to push for improvements to Shropshire’s roads.

Wind farms 
decision to 
be reviewed 

CONTROVERSIAL plans for two wind 
farms in Mid Wales will be reviewed after 
the High Court quashed a decision to re¬ 
fuse the schemes. 

The Government threw out plans for 
RWE Innogy’s 150MW Carnedd Wen wind 
farm, near Llanidloes and RES’s 90MW 
Llanbrynmair wind farm last year. 

Now the High Court has overturned the 
decision on the applications, Energy Secre¬ 
tary Amber Rudd will look at the cases for 
both wind farms again. 

Both applications were recommended for 
approval by a planning inspector following 
a public inquiry and went to a judicial re¬ 
view following the decision in September to 
refuse them. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies, who 
has led the fight against the proposed wind 
farms, said despite initial appearances that 
the decision has been reversed, it has actu¬ 
ally simply taken the process back a step 
again. He said: “I haven’t got any concerns. 
In a sense we have gone back to where we 
were, but I am more than hopeful that the 
outcome will be the same. 

“I knew before Christmas that the De¬ 
partment for Energy and Climate Change 
had identified a failure in the ‘appeal pro¬ 
cess’ and felt the best course was to re-run 
- without the failure. The Secretary of 
State at DECC will now reconsider and re¬ 
take her decisions. I anticipate that, based 
on the same evidence and same inspector’s 
recommendations, she will come to the 
same decision in due course.” 


for improvements to the A5 particularly 
the stretch between the Nesscliffe bypass, 
past Oswestry and on to the North Wales 
border. 

“The A5 through Shropshire is part of 
the Trans European Highway that con¬ 
nects Europe, through Britain to Ireland,” 
he said. 

“The stretch north of Montford Bridge 
is the only single carriageway road on the 
entire route. 

“It also contains two of the most danger¬ 
ous junctions in north Shropshire at Sho- 
tatton crossroads and at Queens Head.” 

The proposed Llanymynech and Pant 
bypass is in the Government’s long term 
road improvement programme although 
it is currently marked as ‘on hold’ in the 
system. 

The MP visited Pant earlier in December 
to talk to residents about their concerns. 

“This is the longest running bypass cam¬ 
paign in the UK,” said Mr Paterson. 

“In 1993 the ‘preferred route’ was an¬ 
nounced and its line protected against de¬ 
velopment - we so nearly got the bypass 
through. 

“I also want to impress on the Welsh 
Government that the road through Pant 
and Llanymynech is a horrible mess in 
the middle of their main strategic road. 
The Welsh Government has built the Four 
Crosses bypass, Welshpool and is now em¬ 
barking on Newtown. But although 90 per 
cent of the benefit of the bypass would be 
for Wales 90 per cent of the noise, the dan¬ 
ger and the money lands on England. 

“It is only a matter of time before some¬ 
one gets hurt in the villages but unfortu¬ 
nately it is so far at the extremity of the 
Midlands roads network for England it is 
like spending money on the end of a little 
finger.” The MP has called on those living 
in the villages to monitor every single inci¬ 
dent or accident however minor. 

He said: “It is going to be a long haul 
and the disturbance is going to get worse 
and worse. It is only a matter of time until 
someone gets hurt.”

Ben eventually met up with Char¬ 
lotte, the woman he was paired up with by 
First Dates producers. Viewers can find out 
how they got on when the episode is aired 
later this year.

Solar farm 
is approved 
despite fears 

A 20,000-panel solar farm will be built in 
the Shropshire countryside despite objec¬ 
tions from residents. 

The controversial plans, which had been 
halved in size since being refused earlier 
last year, were approved by Shropshire 
Council’s north planning committee. 

Councillor David Lloyd, member for 
Gobowen, Selattyn & Weston Rhyn, said 
he was against the proposal on the edge of 
Gobowen. 

He said: “It’s open countryside that is 
highly valued for recreation by local peo¬ 
ple. Who would want to walk, ride or cycle 
around a power station? I wouldn’t want 
that. 

“Reducing the scale doesn’t reduce 
the feeling of local people about planting 
20,000 glass panels in a field. It is open 
countryside and should be used for food 
production.” 

Selattyn & Gobowen Parish Council had 
also objected to the plans, and resident 
Brian Case also spoke during the meeting. 

He said: “This will blot our small com¬ 
munity for at least 25 years and be an eye¬ 
sore for many years.” 

Bristol-based Elgin Energy Esco Ltd had 
originally wanted to build a 78-acre, 40,000 
panel solar farm, which would have been 
one of the largest in Shropshire, at Rho- 
sygadfa. 

The plans were scaled back and will now 
see the solar farm built on 33 acres of land 
which could power 1,500 homes. 


jected without being interviewed once. 

The 19-year-old has spoken of his frus¬ 
tration at the lack of opportunities avail¬ 
able despite a need for fresh skills within 
the NHS. 

He said: “This is the harsh reality faced 
by many young and academically capable 
students, as the number of placements at 
UK universities continues its failure to 
meet demand, and provide the adequate 
number of doctors which the NHS and our 
GP services desperately need. The shortfall 
is made up by foreign recruitment. 

“In September I travelled to London, 
where I took the IMAT, an aptitude test 
for a medicine and surgery course, taught 
in English, offered by several universities 
in Italy. It was a drastic option, yet one I 
felt forced to take. I received the results 
mid October, and I came around 110th out 
of 3500 candidates. I secured a place at the 
University of Pavia, a little south of Milan. 
A week later, the course had started, and I 
could finally call myself a medical student.” 

Mr Phillips will graduate with a masters 
degree in medicine and surgery after com¬ 
pleting the six-year course, which is a year 
longer than the UK standard. 

He said: “The course seems to be struc¬ 
tured more traditionally, with academic 
teaching making up the first few years of 
the degree and clinical training coming 
later. This is beneficial to me, as it gives me 
time to learn basic Italian before I have to 
engage with patients. 

“On completing my medical training, as 
long as I am fully registered and qualified 
to work within Italy which is a member of 
the EE A, then registering with the General 
Medical Council in the UK should be a sim¬ 
ple matter, allowing me to return home to 
the UK and work. 

“Happy as I am to be back on my career 
ath, now enjoying the benefits that Italy 
as to offer, these circumstances are far 
from ideal, as I would give anything to be a 
student in the country I was born in, raised, 
and love.”

Dyfed Powys Police Com¬ 
missioner Christopher Salmon 
would be well advised to register 
the news that Oswestry’s CCTV 
system has been recognised as 
one of the best in Britain. 

A bank of high-tech cameras 
and dedicated volunteers has 
seen Oswestry’s CCTV system 
hailed as one of the most effec¬ 
tive in the country. The system 
has been funded by Oswestry 
Town Council and West Mer¬ 
cia Police and since launch 15 
years ago more than 10,000 re¬ 
corded incidents have resulted 
in more than 2,500 arrests. Its 
success has been recognised 
by the National Association of 
Local Councils, which named 
it the best special project in the 
country. West Mercia Police and 
Crime Commissioner, Bill Long- 
more, recognises the importance 
of CCTV systems and splashed 
the cash from his own fund to 
help the recent Oswestry system 
digital overhaul but it’s a very 
different story over the border. 
Christopher Salmon refuses to 
acknowledge the value of the 
system operated by Welshpool 
Town Council, even though his 
officers on the ground regu¬ 
larly use footage. The council 
receives not a penny from the 
police authority for providing 
the service despite many pros¬ 
ecutions being based on CCTV 
images. Welshpool Town Coun¬ 
cil considers the service to be a 
high priority and has recently in¬ 
vested in improvements, despite 
Mr Salmon’s refusal to stump up 
any cash support. Mr Salmon 
says a survey in 2014 revealed 
that CCTV active monitoring 
doesn’t work in Dyfed-Powys 
and said he wouldn’t be wasting 
the public’s money on it. Open 
your eyes Mr Salmon. Why do 
other commissioners recognise 
the invaluable service provided 
by CCTV systems - they obvi¬ 
ously read a different survey to 
you. 

Reading that Oswestry’s Cam¬ 
brian Heritage Railway will re¬ 
open the line as far as Weston 
Wharf by the start of 2018 was 
a great way to start the year. The 
bunch of amazing enthusiasts, 
who are determined to restore 
the line to its former glories, 
announced the plan which will 
involve linking to Stonehouse 
Brewery at Weston for organ¬ 
ised tours. It’s an ambitious pro¬ 
gramme that should see trains 
reach as far as Gasworks Bridge 
on Salop Road by the start of 
2017 and although progress is 
likely to be slow it’s a real step 
in the right direction in the bid to 
reach Llynclys to the south and 
then Gobowen to the north. 

Surely cash has to be found to 
help the heritage railway group 
achieve its goals. The benefits 
of restoring links to Gobowen 
would be difficult to calculate in 
hard cash terms but would at¬ 
tract many thousands of visitors 
to the area.

How youth services are 
delivered in Oswestry has 
changed. SUE AUSTIN finds 
out more 


IT costs just a quarter of what it 
used to - but the amount of ac¬ 
tivities on offer for young peo¬ 
ple in Oswestry has risen by 60 
per cent, according to council 
bosses. 

When Shropshire Council axed 
its youth service positive activities 
team, there were fears that the 
county would lose its provision for 
young people. 

But those now working to ensure teen¬ 
agers have something to do in Oswestry 
say the opposite has happened. 

People who go along to The Centre 
on Oak Street on weekday evenings or 
Saturdays can try their hand at a huge 
range of activities from strategic battle 
games to fencing or weightlifting, from 
board games to drama, street dance and 
even yoga. 

Young people can if they prefer chill 
out at the centre socialising and making 
use of equipment including pool tables, 
computers and an impressive range of 
music instruments and DJ and recording 
equipment. 

Shropshire Council and the area’s local 
joint committee have commissioned ser¬ 
vices for young people after an in depth 
survey of secondary school and college 
students in the town. 

Councillor Vince Hunt, who said year 
six primary children were also included 
in the survey, said it was important 
that young people were asked what they 
would like to see on offer. 

He said: “Individuals and organisations 
have stepped up to offer the activities 
that young people want. We had become 


a society that expected the state to pro¬ 
vide everything for us, the community 
had forgotten how to do anything. 

“This is now being addressed in 
Oswestry. We can be proud of what 
is provided here for young people and 
more importantly we can be proud of 
the young people themselves.” 

Jay Moore from Fusion Arts is behind 
the organisation that successfully bid to 
ensure The Centre could continue to be 
a central hub for youth provision. 

“It is absolutely vital that young 
people have somewhere they can go, 
feel safe, socialise and have the chance 
to experience a range of activities,” he 
said. 

He also runs the Fusion Gaming Club 
on Thursday evening were people from 
the age of 10-18 can enjoy everything 
from computer gaming machines to air 
hockey. 


The cost of Thursday evenings is just 
£1, with most activities costing between 
just £l-£2. 

Keeping young people active is one 
aim of providing youth activities. 

The New Saints Football Club runs 
multi-sport sessions every Wednes¬ 
day evening while Jo Geoghegan has 
launched yoga for young people and 
Bridie Lloyd offers fencing. 

One appeal from The Centre is for 
more volunteers to offer their support 
to keep the building open. 

Anyone interested in volunteering, 
or who has an activity they feel young 
people would enjoy, should contact The 
Centre on (01691) 677170. 

Shropshire Council says it wants 
to find further ways of reaching out 
to young people in the most deprived 
areas by providing activity sessions. 

More than two in five youths aged 10 


to 19 in Oswestry live in the most de¬ 
prived areas of the town, while 220 chil¬ 
dren under the age of 17 were referred 
to social care in the space of a year. 

The authority is looking for local or¬ 
ganisations or individuals interested in 
providing youth provision for 10-19 year 
olds - or up to age 24 years old for those 
with learning difficulties. 

It says it wants to target the Oswestry 
east area. The latest figures availa¬ 
ble - from the 2011 Census - indicated 
there were 3,884 young people living in 
Oswestry, 2,011 of them aged between 
10 and 19 years old. 

Of the older age group, just over 41 
per cent lived in the most deprived areas 
of Oswestry, with Gatacre, Cambrian 
and Castle wards in the north, the cen¬ 
tre and east among the top 30 per cent 
of deprived areas in England. 

There were 220 children under 17 
referred to social care in one year, and 
70 10 to 17 year olds were recorded of¬ 
fenders. 

Figures showed that nine per cent of 
the 10 to 19 age group had poor school 
attendance and more than 20 per cent 
of the 10 and 11 year olds were classed 
as obese. 

Steve White, community officer for 
Shropshire Council, said: “We are look¬ 
ing for innovative ways of reaching and 
engaging young people in deprived and 
hard to reach areas of the town with lim¬ 
ited facilities to access. 

“We are looking for providers to take 
account of the research we have com¬ 
pleted with young people but also expect 
providers to provide their own evidence 
of need and demand for their project or 
activity. 

“Our aim is to ensure that as many 
young people as possible, can access a 
wide range of activities after school, at 
weekends and in school holidays.” 

Funding is available for projects in 
the area, but only for those starting be¬ 
fore March.

I have begun the new Par¬ 
liamentary year by focusing on 
the gap between Government 
spending in urban and rural 
areas. As a member of the Ru¬ 
ral Fair Share group, I attend 
regular meetings and met col¬ 
leagues this week to discuss the 
Provisional Local Government 
Finance Settlement. The Rural 
Services Delivery Grant, which 
provides additional resources to 
councils in rural areas to meet the 
additional costs associated with 
sparse populations, will increase 
from £15.5 million in 2015/16 to 
£65 million in 2019/20. 

This follows years of cross-par¬ 
ty campaigning from members of 
the campaign to close the fund¬ 
ing gap, which sees urban areas 
receive on average 45 per cent 
more funding per resident than 
rural areas. 

The increase in the Rural Ser¬ 
vices Delivery Grant is good 
news. It’s the most significant 
increase we’ve seen yet, and I’m 
grateful to the Secretary of State 
for listening to the concerns of 
rural MPs from all sides of the 
House. 

I am pleased that he recognis¬ 
es the unfairness of the current 
system, which sees poorer, old¬ 
er, and more heavily taxed rural 
residents receive fewer local 
government services. It is how¬ 
ever, disappointing that the Gov¬ 
ernment hasn’t committed to the 
full £130 million which our cam¬ 
paign has asked for, and that 
next year’s increase will only see 
the grant increased to £20 mil¬ 
lion. There’s a long way to go yet, 
and we will be campaigning to 
improve the deal further before 
the vote in the House of Com¬ 
mons in February. It is a scandal 
that Westminster residents get 
£715 of Government funding per 
head whilst Shropshire residents 
receive only £325. Yet Westmin¬ 
ster is due to see a reduction of 
13.9 per cent against a reduction 
of 24 per cent in Shropshire 

Like all areas of the public 
sector, local government has to 
make savings in order to deal 
with the horrendous deficit in¬ 
herited from the previous La¬ 
bour administration who left us 
borrowing £300,000 per minute. 
Every bit of the public sector 
needs to do their bit to pay off 
the budget deficit, including local 
government which accounts for 
a quarter of all public spending. 
I would encourage my constitu¬ 
ents to contribute to Shropshire 
Council’s ‘Big Conversation’ 
consultation on the overall future 
of council services. The deadline 
for responses is January 31. 

I congratulate Cllr Malcolm 
Pate who was confirmed as the 
new Leader of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil just before Christmas, with 
Cllr Steve Charmley as his depu¬ 
ty. I look forward to working with 
them closely in the months and 
years ahead.

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IF MY GIRLFRIEND MOVED IN WITH ME, 

COULD SHE MAKE ANY CLAIM ON MY HOUSE? 

Q: My girlfriend came to stay over Christmas and we got on so well that I am tempted to ask her to move in with me. We haven’t however known each other 
long and I am worried what would happen if the relationship didn’t work out long term. Could she make a claim on my house? 

A: You can have a solicitor draw up a co-habitation agreement to protect your interests once you have decided how you want things to be. 

If you wish to remain the sole owner of the property and continue to pay the bills and mortgage your girlfriend would normally have no right to remain there if you 
asked her to leave. However, as there ways other than financial contribution that can constitute a ‘beneficial interest’ you should speak to a Solicitor specialising 
in family law and cohabitation before doing anything. 

If in the future you wanted your girlfriend to have a share in the property you could specify what percentage that would be. Or you may want to own the house 
with her as ‘joint tenants’, whereby if one of you dies the other automatically inherits the house. Alternatively you could own the house as tenants in common, 
where each of you owns a specified share of the house, something you may prefer if you have contributed the greater share. Whatever you decide, you should 
ensure that your co-habitation agreement clearly reflects that. 

You may also need to draw up a Deed of Trust setting out your rights to the property and what should happen if you split up. Similarly you should draw up a Will 
clearly stating what you want to happen when either of you dies.

Western powers never seem to learn 


THE long crisis in Syria has claimed the 
lives of more than 250,000 people and dis¬ 
placed millions of others.

Roads hit by flooding after stream overflowed 



There were problems for motorists and pedestrians as thousands of gallons of rain water flooded down Brook Street in Oswe¬ 
stry in January 1984. Several roads in the Welsh Walls area were flooded by a torrent of water. The source of the problem was 
a stream at the top of Brynhafod Lane which was blocked by fallen leaves and overflowed its banks into the street.

Damp weather 
fear for farmers 

MILD and wet weather could cause 
problems with the lambing season, 
with fears that up to 20 per cent of 
newborns could die because of infec¬ 
tion. 

After heavy rainfall and warmer 
temperatures, the atmosphere has 
become full of moisture, which makes 
ewes and lambs more prone to infec¬ 
tions, especially in the first few days. 

Oswestry farmer Malcolm Roberts 
has 200 ewes that are due to start 
lambing. 

He said: “It will be a concern. We 
very much depend on the elements. 
The wrong elements create a lot of 
work and anxiety. 

“We could lose 20 per cent of them 
if an infection occurs and is not han¬ 
dled.” 

Mr Roberts, an NFU representative 
of Maesbury village, said issues can 
arise as the ewes cannot find dry land 
to feed from. 

Their bedding can become contam¬ 
inated, and they can get infections 
such as salmonella and e.coli. 

Free car parking 
'boosted trade' 

A FREE parking initiative over 
Christmas proved a boost to traders in 
Oswestry, business leaders have said. 

Oswestry Town Council offered free 
parking in its Central, Horsemarket 
and Smithfield car parks every day 
from 2pm between December 14 and 
Christmas Eve. The town’s Chamber 
of Commerce said that the move had 
encouraged more people to go into the 
town centre to do their shopping and 
said it would be good to see the initia¬ 
tive repeated in 2016. 

Chamber chairman Jools Payne 
said: “It has kept people shopping in 
Oswestry and so we would like to see 
it repeated next year.” 


Mikey has his sights set 
on golden glory in Rio

WHEN Mikey Hall broke his neck 
and back on an Army assault 
course 15 years ago he thought 
his life had come to an end. 

At the age of just 25 the career he 
loved had come to an end and he faced 
the prospect of using a wheelchair for 
the rest of his life. 

But today Mikey is a professional athlete, 
an Invictus Games gold medallist, who is 
now training hard to book his place in the 
GB team for the Rio Paralympics. 

The 40-year old who has just returned to 
live in his home county, Shropshire, said: 

“I was in a really dark place after the ac¬ 
cident. 

“I thought my life was at an end. 

“But sport and Help for Heroes have 
given me a new life.” 

The former Lance Corporal with the 
Queens Dragoon Guards took up ar¬ 
chery nine years ago but then moved into 
Paralympic triathlons. 

However, Mikey was talent spotted and 
selected to visit the Sochi winter games. 

Last year he joined Archery GB, won gold 
at a championship in Holland and is ranked 
sixth in the world. 

Now Mikey is training full time at the 
Lilleshall Sports Centre, sponsored by Help 
the Heroes, with the aim of joining Team 
GB in Rio. 

He said: “Because I am based in Lil¬ 
leshall, I made the decision to come back 
and live in St Martins, near Oswestry. I left 
home when I was 18 and it is good to be 
back in Shropshire.” 

He lives back home with parents Tony 
and Inge, although would eventually like 
to be independent again.

Mentally ill 
man stole

A MAN with mental health issues 
stole perfume, groceries and clothing 
when he went off his medication.

Jones, who suffers from 
bi-polar disorder, also admitted steal¬ 
ing clothing to the value of £100 from 
The Factory Shop and £45 worth of 
perfume from the town’s Poundland 
store on November 23. 

Abbie Hall, prosecuting, said the 
defendant was seen on CCTV enter¬ 
ing The Factory Shop with another 
male who handed him T-shirts around 
the scanner. Both men then left the 
store. Later that afternoon Jones was 
seen in Poundland and took a num¬ 
ber of bottles of perfume. She added 
that the following day Jones entered 
Morrisons and filled a basket with 
groceries, leaving without attempting 
to pay. Sally Stokes, for Jones, said: 
“Since the offence his medication has 
levelled out and he has been stable.” 
Jones was given a 12-month condi¬ 
tional discharge and told to pay £135 
costs, £15 victim surcharge and com- 
pen sation to the stores. _

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Fire service plans 


PEOPLE in need of medical attention 
could be tended to by the fire service under 
a radical shake-up of services in Mid Wales. 

Mid & West Wales Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice and the Wales Ambulance Service have 
teamed up to work on a pilot project which 
they say could save lives. 

It would see firefighters attending medi¬ 
cal emergencies if they are closer than the 
ambulance service. 

Greg Lloyd, head of clinical operations at 
the Welsh Ambulance Service, said: “Every 
second counts in an emergency. 

“If our fire service colleagues can get to 
a scene before one of our ambulances they 
can begin to deliver life-saving treatment - 
that’s only going to improve that patient’s 
chance of surviving. 

“Fire Medical Response (FMR) crews 


are being trained to administer life-saving 
treatment, including CPR and the use of a 
defibrillator. 

“We must stress that they will not re¬ 
place the normal response of a paramedic 
in a rapid response car or an emergency 
ambulance, but will form part of an inte¬ 
grated approach to providing immediate, 
life-saving treatment to patients in our 
communities. 

“FMR personnel play an important role 
alongside frontline ambulance staff in 
making sure patients get appropriate help 
quickly and efficiently, and they’re very 
much part of the Welsh Ambulance Service 
family.” 

Teams will be mobilised via fire control, 
as directed by the Welsh Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice Trust. 


Orient honour for smokery

A SMOKERY has had a successful year after smoking more than a tonne and a half of 
cheese for a company that supplies the Orient Express. 

Chirk Smokery was originally set up to smoke fish from the neighbouring trout farm 
but diversified, and has now been working with Bodnant Welsh Food Centre on its 
award-winning Abermwg cheese. 

Smokery owner Richard Simpson said: “Abermwg cheese has been a big success for 
us - both in terms of the part we play in producing it and also on the shelves of our own 
farm shop. 

“We like to offer our customers as diverse a range of food as possible so it was a must to 
sell the Abermwg - it’s become a very popular line for us. It’s being snapped up by local 
people and our visitors from outside the area, many of whom are food connoisseurs.” 

The smokery uses oak and beech wood chips to cold-smoke wheels of the cheese, which 
are handmade and matured at Bodnant in the Conwy Valley. 

The cheeses are then returned to Bodnant, where they are packaged and sent to outlets 
around the UK. 


Banks plea fails 


PLEAS to keep under-threat banks in two 
towns open have been rejected. 

HSBC officials have refused to reverse a 
decision to close its branches in Llanfyllin 
and Llanfair Caereinion. 

It comes despite a final plea made by 
politicians and councillors who fear the clo¬ 
sures will have a devastating effect on the 
towns and surrounding villages. 

Talks were held in Llanfyllin between 
HSBC managers, AM Russell George, MP 
Glyn Davies, Llanfyllin county councillor 
Peter Lewis and town mayor Ann W illi ams 
to discuss ways to keep some form of bank 
service in the town. 

But Mr George said the discussions had 
not gone as well as they had hoped. 

HSBC plans to close the two branches 


on February 12. The bank will also shut its 
branches in Whitchurch, Market Drayton 
and Harlescott in Shrewsbury in January. 

It comes after Natwest shut its branch 
in Ellesmere recently despite huge public 
opposition. Mr George said: “During the 
meeting with HSBC’s senior management, 
I presented results from my recent resi¬ 
dents’ survey which showed overwhelming 
support for the retention of both branches 
in Llanfyllin and Llanfair Caereinion. 

“In spite of our calls for them to recon¬ 
sider, they were not willing to reverse their 
decision and keep these branches open. 
However, they informed us that customers 
will be able to access their accounts at the 
local Post Office in both Llanfyllin and Lla¬ 
nfair Caereinion.”

They have handed over the bench 
and cheques totalling £150, which will go 
to the hospital’s own charity to support pa¬ 
tients. 

“We know how much she loved the hos¬ 
pital,” said Rachael, 30, a nurse and the 
eldest of Terri’s four children. “We wanted 
to say thank you for everything the ortho¬ 
paedic did for her over the years. We felt a 
bench was a good way for her memory to 


live on there. She really should have had 
a hip or knee replacement operation be¬ 
cause her arthritis was horrendous, but 
she wanted to wait until she was older, and 
the support she had from everyone at the 
hospital was tremendous.” Rachael was 
joined at the hospital for the presentation 
of the bench by her sisters Becky Holmes, 
29, and Hannah Swift, 21, as well as father 
Kevin, who turned 60 earlier this year, and 
Becky’s husband Wayne. Brother Matty 
Swift, 23, was unable to attend. Becky’s 
children Emily, 12, and Kieran, nine, also 
came to pay tribute along with Rachael’s 
son Ethan, 11. Acting director of nursing 
Julie Roberts thanked the family.

Drink-driving 
arrests double 
over Christmas 

THE number of over-the-limit drivers caught by police 
over Christmas has more than doubled compared to last 
year. 

Almost 290 motorists were arrested during West Mercia 
Police’s Christmas drink-driving campaign - compared to 
128 last year. 

One driver facing court was five times the drink-drive 
limit. 

This year’s figures, which include those arrested up until 
December 27, include people arrested for drug driving for 
the first time, after new laws came into force in March. 

Superintendent Daryn Elton of West Mercia Police, said 
the figures were “unacceptable”. 

He said: “Worryingly, and despite many warnings over 
the years about the dangers of drink and drug driving, 
there are still far too many reckless drivers ignoring the 
devastating consequences. Alcohol and drugs both affect 
your ability to judge speed and distances accurately and 
slow down your reaction time. We’re urging people to think 
hard about the consequences that a collision could lead to.” 

The campaign, which was conducted across West Mercia 
and Warwickshire, saw 289 and 105 people arrested respec¬ 
tively. Of that figure a total of 115 were arrested for drug 
driving. 

Superintendent Elton said that the force would continue 
to target drink and drug drivers with extra patrols. 

He said: “Cracking down on those who take drugs or 
drink and then drive is a year round commitment for both 
forces. 

“However, we are very aware the festive season can pres¬ 
ent opportunities where people are tempted to drive after 
taking drugs or drinking.” 


Stately home has 
a £l.5m price tag 


A 200-year-old stately home 
in Mid Wales has been put 
up for sale with a £1,500,000 
price tag. 

The Grade II listed Llan- 
erchydol Hall in Welshpool 
was originally the seat of 
David Pugh - a wealthy tea 
trader who built the present 
house in 1776 on the site 
of an original house which 
is thought to have been de¬ 
stroyed by fire. 

It remained in the Pugh 
family for 136 years, during 
which time it underwent 
considerable alterations and 
adaptations, the most nota¬ 
ble being in 1820 when the 
house was rebuilt introduc¬ 
ing the romantic turrets and 
castellations. 

Later in 1848 renowned 
architect Thomas Penson 
was consulted on the draw¬ 
ing room. 

The family also hired 


John Repton to landscape 
the surrounding parkland 
and gardens, including a 
Japanese water garden and 
parterre. 

James MacKenzie, sell¬ 
ing agent for Savills, said: 
“It was noted that during 
the Victorian era, the three 
great houses in the area, 
Powis Castle, Vaenor Park 
and Llanerchydol vied with 
each other for the most var¬ 
ied and gorgeous collection 
of flora and garden pro¬ 
duce.” 

Towards the end of the 
Pugh family ownership 
parts of the estate, which 
had reached 2,000 acres, 
had to be sold off to main¬ 
tain the house and the fami¬ 
ly’s lifestyle. 

With the onset of the 
First World War the family 
made the decision to sell the 
house in 1912. 


Big Local group meets 

A GROUP which covers three villages in north Shropshire 
will meet in the next few weeks. 

The Three Parishes Big Local, which covers the villages 
of Weston Rhyn, Gobowen and St Martins, near Oswestry, 
will hold an afternoon of tea, cakes and brainstorming on 
January 23.

A bit of a stormy start

EDUCATION was deep in the minds 
of Welshpool parents at the start 
of 2015 when a proposed schools 
shake-up caused a storm of pro¬ 
test. 

Parents concerned that their primary 
school will close to make way for a new 
£8 million “super school” called a public 
meeting. 

It was arranged by governors at Leighton 
Primary School who were worried that plans 
for a review of schools in the Welshpool area 
will lead to the closure of their school. 

Holly Dyer, a parent and governor at 
Leighton, which is two miles outside Welsh¬ 
pool, said: “From the parents’ point of view 
they are really happy they have this £8 million 
budget to spend on improving the schools, par¬ 
ticularly Welshpool schools which need improv¬ 
ing and bringing up to date. 

“But Leighton parents are just a bit con-

fused as to why they have been included and 
other small schools in the area have not.” 

Powys County Council announced the re¬ 
view of Welshpool area schools the previous 
month. It was to look at the future of Ysgol 
Maesydre, Gungrog Church in Wales School, 
Ardwyn Infants School, Oldford Infants School 
and Leighton. One option was to build one 
large primary school to accommodate all of the 
town’s pupils. 

Powys County Council’s cabinet member for 
education, Councillor Arwel Jones said: “The 
council is committed to open and accountable 
management and we intend holding regular 
meetings with all stakeholders including Dioc¬ 
esan Authorities, governors, staff, parents and 
pupils throughout the process.” Meanwhile 
Powys County Council would have to “learn 
lessons” after a damning report said more than 
1,000 elderly and vulnerable people were put 
at potential risk by the transfer of council-run 


home care services, the area’s MP warned. 
Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire Ml^ said the 
council needed to satisfy residents that it is 
was delivering an acceptable standard of care. 

Mr Davies was speaking as the council’s cab¬ 
inet met to discuss the independent report into 
difficulties with the transfer of the services. 

The review, conducted by the Institute of 
Public Care, examined Powys County Council’s 
handling of the commissioning process for new 
domiciliary care providers following a contro¬ 
versial handover. Council bosses apologised to 
those they had let down and councillors unan¬ 
imously accepted the report’s recommenda¬ 
tions. 

The year at Hope House Children’s Hos¬ 
pice at Morda near Oswestry got off to a great 
start when Coronation Street star Ian Pule- 
ston-Davies cut the ribbon on a new sculpture 
at the site. 

The dining scene in Oswestry was given a 
boost when celebrity chef Michael Caines over¬ 
saw the opening of a new restaurant. 


The Townhouse in Willow Street held its 
opening event with both restaurant and bar 
areas filled to capacity. 

While most of us were tucked up warm from 
the worst of the winter, the occupants of a 
protest camp set up to fight plans to drill for 
gas in north Shropshire spent a lot of time 
trying to keep warm and dry in their make¬ 
shift home. Camp Dudleston, to the north of 
Oswestry, had been cleverly constructed with 
wooden pallets, tarpaulins, insulating bubble 
wrap and old duvets. It sat on the proposed site 
of an exploratory drilling rig that, if granted 
planning permission, would have searched for 
underground coal bed methane. 

A primary school was removed from special 
measures just months after being judged to 
be inadequate by Ofsted inspectors. St John 
the Baptist CE Primary School in Ruyton 
XI Towns near Oswestry was placed in spe¬ 
cial measures in February of 2014. But staff, 
students and governors were celebrating after 
Ofsted inspectors returned and judged that 


provision was ‘good’ in all aspects. A fashion 
show organised by a women’s clothes shop 
raised £2,700 for charity. 

Jenni Pearce, owner of Out of Town and 
Fab Feet in Upper Brook Street, Oswestry, 
presented a cheque for the money raised to 
Oswestry Friends of Cancer Research UK. 

There was was love in the air in Oswestry 
in February because lovers were able to post 
romantic messages to each other on the win¬ 
dow of the British Heart Foundation shop for 
a donation with the cash raised going to the 
charity.

The tree had been felled by huge 
storms but the community had rallied around 
to try to save it. The effort saw the tree being 
shortlisted for the European title.

PLANS to build windfarms across 
Mid Wales suffered a major blow in 
the spring after Conservative en¬ 
vironment secretary Liz Truss said 
there would be no funding for on¬ 
shore wind projects should the par¬ 
ty remain in government. 

Speaking on a visit to Montgomery 
with Conservative parliamentary candi¬ 
date Glyn Davies, who had been MP for 
the area for the past five years, the en¬ 
vironment secretary said she understood 
campaigners’ fears over the plans. 

An air show held in memory of a pilot and 
airport owner who died in a plane crash was 
given a Welsh tourism award. The Bob Jones 
Air Show in Welshpool was awarded a silver 
medal at the National Tourism Awards for 
Wales. The air show had been held at the air¬ 
base for the past eight years but was renamed

in 2012 after its founder, and owner of Welsh¬ 
pool Airport, Mr Jones, died in a plane crash. 

A posse of firefighters were gearing up to run 
almost three miles for charity - dressed in their 
full firefighting kit. Not only were the crew of 
six from Oswestry in training to take part in 
the 5K race in Liverpool, they were to be joined 
by two of their children also dressed in Young 
Firefighter uniforms during the event. The 
runners were taking part in the Run for the 96 
5K at Stanley Park in Liverpool. 

Work started on a new £14 million theatre 
complex at Shropshire’s orthopaedic hospital. 

Four theatres and a new dedicated bone can¬ 
cer centre were to be built to serve patients 
from across the county and beyond at the 
award-winning Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital. Bosses at the Gobowen-based hospital 
donned hard hats and high-visibility jackets for 
a groundbreaking ceremony. Coach tour holi¬ 
daymakers from across the region raised more 


than £1,000 for Hope House Children’s Hos¬ 
pice. Owen’s Travelmaster, based in Oswestry, 
holds a reunion weekend each year to give 
their customers the chance to meet up with 
friends they have made on previous trips. This 
year four coaches took almost 200 people for a 
weekend in and around Wiltshire. 

Martyn Hall, marketing director at Owen’s 
Travelmaster, said it was always a very popu¬ 
lar weekend. Mr Hall said the weekend always 
involved a charity raffle. 

He said: “Our suppliers are very good and 
donate prizes. This year we raised £1,100, 
bringing the total we have raised over the 
years to over £5,000.” 

Youngsters in Gobowen were able to walk to 
school more safely after villagers won a two- 
year campaign to install a new zebra crossing. 

The battling grandmother who spearheaded 
the fight to get the crossing installed in the vil¬ 
lage said it had been welcomed by everyone in 
the community. Dot Basham said it had been 
a long time coming, but the new crossing was 


wonderful for the village. Juggling her role 
as chairwoman of Ain tree and wife of North 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson was no mean 
feat but Rose Paterson began the grand open¬ 
ing of the famous course’s racing festival by 
welcoming AP McCoy to the course’s hall of 
fame. 

A brave seven-year-old girl raised an incred¬ 
ible £3,000 during an emotional fundraising 
challenge for her sister. Just two years ago Ev- 
ie-Lou Harrington, who suffers from cerebral 
palsy, was unable to walk and needed to use a 
wheelchair to get around. 

Thanks to a life-changing operation in 
America the youngster from Llangynog is now 
able to get around using a special frame. 

Her nine-year-old sister Emilie was looking 
to undergo the same operation and as part of 
the fundraising effort Evie-Lou signed up to a 
sponsored walk at Lake Vyrnwy’s dam. 

She was joined by around 35 other people for 
the walk and thanks to huge support from the 
community Evie-Lou raised more than £3,000. 


Evie-Lou’s mum, Donna Harrington, said 
the family was “incredibly proud” of her 
daughter’s efforts. “Everyone was cheering her 
on as she got to the finish, and there was just 
a wonderful smile on her face,” she said. Mrs 
Harrington said that Evie-Lou’s operation has 
made a huge difference to her life in alleviating 
the symptoms of her illness and that the same 
procedure will prevent her older sister from 
getting worse.

FRESH action was to be taken 
to crack down on street yobs in 
Welshpool it was announced in May 
- at the same time as a new strate¬ 
gy to tackle alcohol-related trouble 
in Oswestry was launched. 

And the moves came as police revealed 
a major upgrade in Oswestry’s CCTV sys¬ 
tem had helped bring more than 50 pros¬ 
ecutions in six months. 

Councillors in Welshpool were demanding 
more to be done in their town to tackle anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour and street drinking amid claims 
elderly residents were becoming too afraid to 
walk in certain areas. The council resolved to 
ask Powys County Council to consider bring¬ 
ing in a People and Place Order banning street 
drinking. 

Meanwhile, a trial of a new course designed 
to cut the number of people banned from pubs 
and clubs due to bad behaviour was starting in

Oswestry. The Shropshire Against Night-time 
Disorder (SAND) trial was being launched 
to coincide with the relaunch of the town’s 
PubWatch scheme. And Inspector Rik Klair 
revealed volunteers manning the town’s up¬ 
graded CCTV system were playing a key role 
in helping with prosecutions. 

Residents in a village near Oswestry uncov¬ 
ered some historic treasures during an archae¬ 
ological dig. A Time Team-style dig had been 
taking place in Maesbury Marsh. Items uncov¬ 
ered included a suspected prehistoric flint tool, 
a kiln used to smelt iron, and pottery. 

Pensioner power was working its magic on 
two gardens in Whittington which were set to 
open for charity. Phyllis Hurst and Barbara 
Molesworth were both octogenarians yet had 
the energy and enthusiasm to keep their gar¬ 
dens looking stunning. 

Mrs Hurst had won awards for her efforts 
and her garden was among those opening up 


to raise money for Save the Children. And Gar¬ 
den Croft in Daisy Lane had been planted by 
Barbara Molesworth who, with her late hus¬ 
band Doug, had been raising money for Save 
the Children for several decades. 

A family launched an appeal to raise £20,000 
so that their mother could travel to Europe 
for life-changing treatment for a disease 
which had confined her to a wheelchair. Toni 
Kirkham, from Pant, contracted Lyme disease 
five years ago after being bitten by a tick while 
working as a gardener. 

It was announced that Hope House Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospice would be celebrating its 21st 
birthday in 2016 with hundreds of people join¬ 
ing in one of the biggest children’s tea parties 
ever seen. The hospice teamed up with the 
British Ironwork Centre at Oswestry which 
would stage the event. 

Oswestry’s record-breaking marathon run¬ 
ner Amy Hughes led home the area’s athletes 
in the London Marathon. 

The 27-year-old crossed the finish line in 


four hours and 28 minutes, alongside Blue 
Peter presenter Lindsey Russell. 

Amy had spent the past few months training 
the children’s presenter for the run. 

In the week before the marathon Amy, who 
last year ran 53 marathons in 53 days for char¬ 
ity, had run the 200 miles from Oswestry to 
London. 

Amy met racing driver Jenson Button at the 
marathon. 

The people of Oswestry were catching the 
knitting bug after a drop-in session was held 
in the town to encourage more people to take 
up the hobby. 

Staff at Oswestry Library ran the session 
to help beginners and improvers develop their 
skills with the hope that people will contribute 
to a large wool-based work of art. 

The installation was to go on display at the 
library during the annual Oswestry Makes fes¬ 
tival in October. 

The Oswestry and Border Chronicle was 
making news itself by launching a unique busi¬

CAMPAIGNERS who won their 
year-long battle to halt a bid to drill 
for gas near St Martins warned res¬ 
idents had to be ready for further 
similar battles in the future. 

The campaign to prevent coal bed 
methane drilling was finally won after 
energy bosses confirmed they were no 
longer interested in the site. 

Gas Energy, which had acquired applicant 
Dart Energy, said it was not progressing with 
its scheme to site a test drill pad at Brooklands 
Farm at Dudleston Heath. 

But Oswestry Town Councillor Duncan Kerr, 
a member of the Green Party, warned: “This is 
not the last we will hear from these companies 
I am sure. Oswestry sits on a coalbed. There 
will be those who want to drill for the gas un¬ 
derneath our feet.” 

Thousands of people packed into Oswestry 
Show, bringing a huge cash boost to the record

numbers of trade stands and food stalls at the 
event. Organisers said they were delighted 
with the success of the show which produced 
record gate receipts while business bosses said 
the annual event served as a valuable shop 
window for future trade. Police were called 
when farmers targeted the Morrisons store in 
Oswestry, clearing its shelves of dairy products 
in a protest against poor milk prices. 

About 50 mainly young, farmers and their 
supporters, went into the supermarket as part 
of a day-long protest across Shropshire. 

They quickly removed all the milk, yoghurt 
and cheese from the dairy aisle. They then set 
about putting the milk in the water aisle at the 
supermarket to show that the 89p price for two 
litres of milk, was cheaper that bottled water. 
Leaving the store when asked to by the police, 
called in by the management, they then held 
up banners and chanted “Morrisons, you’ve 
been milked” at the front of the shop. 


A first glimpse was given of the biggest 
sculpture to be attempted by an Oswestry com¬ 
pany yet - the hands of the thought-provoking 
Knife Angel. 

When finished, the sculpture would stand 25 
feet high and would be the only one of its kind 
in Britain making a stand against violence 
and aggression. The artwork was being built 
behind closed doors at the British Ironwork 
Centre at Aston near Oswestry. 

Sculptor Alfie Bradley had spent many hun¬ 
dreds of hours creating the angel, from thou¬ 
sands of knives, collected in an amnesty run 
in partnership with police forces across the 
country. 

Wales First Minister Carwyn Jones said he 
was “delighted” to see the National Eisteddfod 
in Powys. 

Mr Jones visited the festival, held in Meifod, 
near Welshpool, where he spent the day meet¬ 
ing visitors, looking at exhibits and taking in 
the Welsh cultural event. 

He said: “It’s fantastic, good to be in Mei¬ 


fod. I’m delighted that the eisteddfod comes to 
parts of Wales that are not visited so often by 
big events.” 

More than 30,000 visitors flocked to the cul¬ 
tural festival during its opening weekend, with 
thousands more expected over the duration of 
the event. 

A Gobowen mother said she would not be 
letting her daughter play in the garden - be¬ 
cause of a sewage problem. 

Sarah Ford’s garden was repeatedly flooded 
with raw sewage over a period of eight months. 

The long-running problem came to a head 
when raw sewage not only appeared again in 
the garden in West Place but also came up 
through manhole covers in the Fernhill area 
of the village. 

Miss Ford said as a result she would not be 
allowing 15-month-old Lilian to play outside in 
the garden. 

Two Oswestry businessmen assured cus¬ 
tomers their working relationship is all above 
board.

JUST half a dozen shops were va¬ 
cant in Welshpool town centre in 
September, with civic leaders and 
business bosses saying the town 
was booming. 

Welshpool Town Council chiefs re¬ 
vealed just six units were empty in the 
town centre, while the Tourist Informa¬ 
tion Centre was the fourth busiest in the 
whole of Wales. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson said the figure 
equated to just 3.5 per cent of businesses being 
empty, well below the Welsh average of 15 per 
cent. 

It was announced that a bid for £4 million of 
lottery money was to be submitted as part of 
a project to restore part of the historic Mont¬ 
gomery Canal. 

Funds were needed for the next section of 
the scheme to restore all 33 miles of the canal, 
between Lower Frankton near Oswestry and

Newtown, which would help boost the econ¬ 
omy of towns and villages along the waterway. 

A new use was found for old bells at St John’s 
Church in Pool Quay. When it was found that 
they bells needed to be replaced, parishioners 
didn’t want to see them just thrown away. As 
a result, the bells were turned into an unusual 
swinging bench. And the new bench took pride 
of place in the churchyard at St John’s Church. 
The Rev Caroline Rhodes said the bench has a 
special place in the hearts of the congregation 
because it had been dedicated to the memory 
of former vicar Mike Powell. A sport more as¬ 
sociated with older members of the commu¬ 
nity was to be on offer to young people at the 
Oswestry Community Games. The event would 
include activities from athletics to Zumba and 
zorbing. 

And children would also be able to try their 
hand at bowling after Oswestry Town Council 
gave a grant of £700 to the Community Games 


and a £1,800 grant was given to a new jun¬ 
ior bowling club by Sport England. Oswestry 
mayor Peter Cherrington and deputy mayor 
Paul Milner said they were looking forward to 
the event. 

High school pupils had been helping encour¬ 
age younger children to complete a summer 
reading challenge. Powys County Council’s 
Library Service asked high school pupils to 
step forward to become Reading Activists to 
encourage younger children to enjoy reading 
six library books over the summer holidays. 

Youngsters in Welshpool were among many 
who took part in the initiative. A plaque was 
unveiled to mark one of the most ferocious bat¬ 
tles between the English and the Welsh, which 
took place in the Ceiriog Valley near Oswestry. 
More than 100 people turned out to see the 
unveiling of the plaque, which was erected in 
honour of the 850th anniversary of the conflict 
between the invading forces of King Henry II 
of England and an alliance of Welsh princes led 
by Owain Gwynedd. 


Mark Williams, 53, from Weston Rhyn near 
Oswestry, had spent years keeping the memory 
of the most significant event in Welsh medieval 
history alive and had helped organise the in¬ 
stallation of the plaque. 

Jack Clutton rolled up his sleeves and raised 
hundreds of pounds for charity. Jack, 13, from 
Oswestry, washed scores of cars, vans and even 
a caravan all in aid of the Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital. All the money he raised went 
to the hospital, where his younger cousin had 
been treated. A fascinating open-air classroom 
offered an insight into life in the trenches in 
the First World War. Park Hall Countryside 
Experience near Oswestry officially opened its 
replica of the trenches.

The Park Issa 
veterinary centre in Salop Road celebrated the 
building of new operating theatres, laboratory 
and kennels as well as a large, enclosed dog run 
by throwing the complex open to the public. 

Staff said they were delighted with the re¬ 
sponse from the public. There were more than 
80 entrants in the morning dog show. 

An Oswestry tourist attraction was a hive of 
activity when it hosted a visit by peace envoy 
Terry Waite, staged a tug of war championship 
- and proudly showed off its latest addition. 

All the events took place at the British Iron¬ 
work Centre at Aston near Oswestry. 

Mr Waite was at the centre to talk about his 
peace work around the world. Meanwhile the 
centre hosted its third annual tug of war event.

Stars deserve Oscar

IT has been a momentous 12 
months for the transgender 
community, which has advanced 
the fight for acceptance, equality 
and understanding into popu¬ 
lar culture and the mainstream 
media. 

Barack Obama became the first President 
to mention transgender people in his State 
Of The Union address, America confirmed a 
timetable for transgender soldiers to serve 
openly in the military, reality star Caitlyn 
Jenner graced the cover of Vanity Fair and 
award-winning TV shows Transparent and 
Orange Is The New Black blazed a trail for 
modern trans activism. 

The Danish Girl is a fictionalised account 
of Lili Elbe, a pioneer of the movement, who 
was one of the first people to undergo gen¬ 
der reassignment surgery in the 1920s. 

Director Tom Hooper, who collected an 
Academy Award for The King’s Speech, 
adopts a restrained and painfully polite 
approach to the subject matter, artfully navi¬ 
gating a maelstrom of conflicting emotions. 

Thankfully, his British reserve doesn’t get 
in the way of us connecting to the charac¬ 
ters, aided by tour-de-force performances 
from Eddie Redmayne as Lili and the lumi¬ 
nous Alicia Vikander as his conflicted wife. 

Their commitment to demanding roles, 
including a deeply moving scene of 
full-frontal nudity for Redmayne, elevates 
Lucinda Coxon’s script and guarantees a 
deluge of saltwater tears from audiences, 
who believe that love transcends all bound- 
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Eddie Redmayne deserves an Oscar nomination for his powerful performance 


aries. Einar Wegener (Redmayne) is a 
respected artist in 1920s Copenhagen, who 
falls in love at first sight with his bohemian 
wife Gerda (Vikander). 

She is also a painter and asks Einar to 
stand in for an absent female model so she 
can complete a portrait of their flamboyant 
ballerina friend, Ulla (Amber Heard). 

The touch of soft fabric on Einar’s skin 
awakens long-dormant feelings. Adopting 


the guise of flame-haired ingenue Lili Elbe, 
Einar confronts the deep-rooted belief that 
he has been born into the wrong body. 

“It doesn’t matter what I wear. When I 
dream, they’re Lili’s dreams,” Einar tearfully 
confides to his shell-shocked spouse. 

Supported by Gerda and childhood 
friend Hans Axgil (Matthias Schoenaerts), 
Lili approaches controversial surgeon 
Warnekros (Sebastian Koch) to correct 


nature’s mistake. However, the medical 
procedure is both experimental and highly 
dangerous. 

The Danish Girl treads an exceedingly 
safe path, but it’s hard to resist the aching 
emotion that courses beneath each exqui¬ 
site, painterly frame. 

Redmayne and Vikander are mesmer¬ 
ising, conveying their protagonists’ inner 
torment. Both deserve Oscar recognition.

Upping the game in L200

Replacing your best seller is al¬ 
ways a tricky business, particu¬ 
larly when it’s the model that has 
won you accolades for the past 
33 years. 

So Mitsubishi chiefs knew they had 
to get things right when unveiling the 
new L200. After all this was the model 
which reignited the pick-up sector and 
introduced new generations of drivers 
to macho motoring. 

You see them everywhere you go, wind 
blowing in their hair and with muscular arms 
draped out of open windows, no matter 
what the weather conditions may be. The 
pick-up driver is from a different breed. 

The L200 has long been setting the 
standards in this sector so any new launch 
is risky. And working on the principle that 
“if it isn’t broken don’t fix it” few would have 
condemned Mitsubishi for revealing just a 
few tweeks to the proven product. 

Instead the L200 Series 5 is an entirely 
new vehicle from the ground up with the 
company claiming significant improve¬ 
ments in no less than 330 areas. Mitsubishi 
claim best in class efficiency, performance, 
emissions, manoeuvrability, carrying capac¬ 
ity, 4WD ability, SUV level driving refinement 
and aerodynamics. 

The UK market seems to have gone pick¬ 
up mad with Mitsubishi facing opposition 
from all corners as more and more realise 
the benefits of a vehicle which can retain a 


comfortable and refined cabin while at the 
same time offering transport solutions for 
builders, bikers and farmers - and a lot more 
too. 

The new arrival really is a traditional pick¬ 
up from top-to-toe though, a five-seater dou¬ 
ble cab offering with plenty of the necessary 
chunky styling that attracted 6,500 sales last 
year. The beauty is that you can use the gen¬ 
erous load bay to do just about any job while 
keeping the doublecab clean and safe for 
any family occasion. 

There’s a choice of models to pick from, 
starting with a single cab version at less than 
£20,000 through to a top-of the range vari¬ 
ant at £35,390, so there’s a model to suit just 
about every pocket and need. 

The L200 Series 5 has the largest carrying 
capacity of any pick-up and with a combined 
42.8mpg uses between 11 and 47 per cent 
less fuel than its rival. At just 169g/km it also 
has the lowest emissions in class. 

Power and torque have been increased to 
178bhp and 430Nm at 2,500rpm delivering 
top performance through either a new six 
speed manual or automatic box. At 10.4 sec¬ 
onds the new L200 is two seconds faster to 
62 mph that its predecessor. 

Like the opposition, which mainly comes 
from VW Amorak, Nissan Navara, Toyota 
Hilux and Isuzu D-Max, the L200 is more 
comfortable on road than off - though is 
more than capable in the mud and track. 
The problem is we tend to judge all off-road 
performance with Land Rover and Jeep and 
the pick-up will never have that much ability. 

Around town you are constantly remind¬ 
ed if diesel is your choice, though there’s a 
marked improvement on the open road and

while there’s plenty of wind noise there’s 
very little feedback from the road. 

The pick-up sector is popular with firms 
who can claim back the VAT and with com¬ 
pany car drivers too because a portion of 
price attracts flat rate taxation. On a safe¬ 
ty note there are seven airbags and the 
steering wheel retracts cleverly on impact. 
There are also shock absorbing structures 
around bumpers and the bonnet to mini¬ 
mise pedestrian injury on impact. 

It’s easy to get comfortable behind the 


wheel thanks to lots of seat and steering 
wheel adjustments but passengers were 
complaining that that the seating was 
too hard and lacked back support - not a 
problem I noticed myself. The controls are 
impressively easy and nicely chunky to re¬ 
flect the image. 

There’s no mistaking that Mitsubishi has 
really upped the pick-up game with the 
new L200, but don’t expect the opposition 
to sit back. This a very lucrative sector and 
there will be a reaction.

Newtown 2 The New Saints 2 

SIMON Spender rescued The New 
Saints’ unbeaten record with a 
late leveller as the Welsh Premier 
leaders produced a stirring sec¬ 
ond half fightback in a thriller at 
Latham Park. 

Unbeaten this term, the Saints 
faced a real battle after a Neil 
Mitchell penalty and a deflected 
cross from Luke Boundford had 
put the Robins in the ascendancy. 

But the visitors showed their 
champion credentials as they ral¬ 
lied in the second half, with Chris 
Marriott pulling one back straight 
from a corner before right back 
Spender levelled seven minutes 
from time. 

It was another league draw, their 
eighth in all this season, and third 
in a row, but boss Craig Harrison 
would have been relieved that his 
side’s unbeaten record remained 
in tact following an entertaining 
tussle at Latham Park. 

The Saints certainly deserved 
something for their efforts, twice 
hitting the woodwork while being 
frustrated by a terrific goalkeeping 
display from home stopper Dave 
Jones. 

The defending champions 
started well, with Ryan Edwards 
sending an early curling shot 
against the post after a crossfield 
ball from Kai Edwards was flicked 
on by Adrian Cieslewicz. 

But it was the Robins who got 
their noses in front on 16 minutes 
when Sean Evans’ cross was de¬ 
flected onto the hand of defender 
Phil Baker, and referee Huw Jones 
pointed to the spot, which Mitchell 
due converted for his second pen¬ 
alty in as many games. 

TNS were almost level as Mar¬ 
riott’s cross was deflected onto the 
post, but Newtown were up for the 
fight with Jason Oswell glancing a 
header just wide while Jamie Price 
also pulled a shot past the post. 

However, a second goal arrived 
in somewhat fortuitous fashion 
on 28 minutes, when Boundford’s 
cross from the right looped over 
keeper Paul Harrison helped by a 
deflection off Marriott. 

Despite the scoreline, TNS were 
creating several chances at the 
other end, with Aeron Edwards 
and Chris Seargeant seeing goal- 
bound strikes met by terrific saves 
from Jones. 

But Newtown had a chance to 
net a third just before half time 
when Oswell could only volley 
straight at keeper Harrison when 
put free in the box by Price’s cross. 

The Saints, chasing a 10th 
crown this term, showed their 
worth as they emerged with pur¬ 
pose in the second half, with Jamie 
Mullan denied by a timely inter¬ 
vention from Evans. 

Oswell could have made it safe 
for the Robins but fired over, be¬ 
fore TNS revived their hopes with 
13 minutes later when Marriott’s 
inswinging corner drifted into the 
far corner despite appeals that 
keeper Jones had been impeded. 

Spurred by the goal, the Saints 
grabbed a deserved equaliser on 
83 minutes when Mullan crossed 
from the byline for Spender to 
sweep the ball home off the post.

OVER 110 players are now signed 
up to take part in Shropshire’s big¬ 
gest chess event at the weekend, 
which this year will be the strongest 
ever with a record £1,000 first prize 
in the toughest section.
